That  a knowledge  of  the  objeft  itfelf 
fliould  precede  a knowledge  of  its  qua- 
lities will  not  be  difputed ; without  the 
lormer  the  phyfician  is  liable  to  be  per- 
petually deceived;  he  may  order  one 
plant  and  another  may  be  fubllituted 
without  his  difcovering  it ; he  may  pre- 
scribe Hemlock,  and  Cow  Parfly  may 
be  exhibited  ; or  he  may  recommend  an 
innocent,  and  a deleterious  plant  may 
unfortunately  fupply  its  place. 

A knowledge  of  the  plants,  &c.  ne- 
ceffary  to  be  known  by  the  medical 
lludent  is  attainable  in  three  different 
ways ; firflly,  by  attentively  obferving 
the  objefts  themfelves,  either  living, 
or  preferved,  hearing  their  names  de- 
clared viva  voce,  or  having  them  affixed ; 
fecondly,  by  feeing  accurate  reprefen- 
tations,  or  figures  of  them  ; and  thirdly, 
by  reading  their  defer ipl ions : — of  thefe

three  the  firft  is  certainly  to  be  pre- 
ferred ; the  knowledge  of  plants  ac- 
quired from  feeing,  and  examining 
them  when  growing  in  their  natura 
foils,  and  fituations,  is  the  moft  deeply 
impreffed,  and  confequently  the  moll 
durable  ; but  this  knowledge  is  fcarcely 
to  be  obtained  but  in  fituations  where 
herborizing  excurfions  are  inllituted, 
and  a botanic  garden  replete  with  of- 
ficinals  is  properly  kept  up.  The  bell 
fubllitutes  to  this  mode  of  conveying 
knowledge,  are  accurate  engravings  or 
figures  of  plants — the  figure  of  an  objeft 
exprelfes  what  a defcription  cannot ; it 
exprelTes  its  contour — it  would  be  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  defcribe  the  faces  of 
half  a dozen  dilferent  perfons  in  fuch  a 
manner  as  to  make  them  known,  but 
exhibit  their  profiles,  though  in  mini- 
ature, and  they  are  inllantly  recogni- 
2cd — we  do  not  deny  but  that  all  plants 
A 3 may 
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may  be  known  from  good  defcrlptions' 
only,  but  experience  fliews  that  where 
one  is  led  to  fludy  a'  defeription,  ten 
are  captivated  by  a print;  not  but 
deferiptions  have  their  advantages  al fo 
over  figures  ; by  them  we  exprefs  finell, 
talle,  and  fcvcral  qualities  by  which 
certain  plants  are  quickly  diflinguifhed ; 
we  may  obferve  however,  that  the 
number  of  plants  is  comparatively  fmall, 
which  have  the  fling  of  the  nettle,  the 
bite  of  the  arum,  or  which  affe6l  the 
olfaftories,  like  the  {linking  orach. 

The  intent  of  the  prefent  publicartiort 
is  to  render  a knowledge  of  the  vege- 
tables, and  animals,  ufed  in  Medicine 
more  eafy  of  acquifition— it  will  perhaps
